iieen  indui  t  <1  to  break  the  law  frofi 
the  distorted  viewpoint  that  the  end 
justifies  the  means.  The  employment 
of  "sto'd  piKi-oiis"  i>  a  stain  "ii  thr 
operations  of  the  l.,iquor  Control 
Board.  That  the  practice  ahould  be 
countenanced  and  connived  at  by  the 
.\ltnrney-(tenerart  Department  is  a 
stain  on  the  methods  of  our  law  ad- 
ministration. In  all  common  decency 
it  i5  time  the  practice  ceased. 

.\nother  point  of  even  graver  Mg- 
nifieance  which  hat  come  up  in  the 
latest  cisr  arisinp;  otit  of  spy  evid- 
ence IS  the  appeal  which  wa*  taken 
by  the  Crown  againnt  an  acquittal  in 
thr  Polirr  Court  The  Crf)wn  son^jht, 
through  this  means,  to  put  a  man  in 
jeopardy  of  kit  tibarty  for  a  second 
iimr  for  the  same  alleRed  offence. 
It  was  not  only  an  "unseemly  thing"' 
which  the  Crown  attempted  to  do. 

bnt  It  wa-.  a  strj)  iti  \i(dation  of  tlic 
fundamental  prtnciplct  of  Uritiih 
Criminal  Law.  Where  imprisonment 
is  the  penalty  for  Kiiitt  that  I. aw  is 
specific  in  saying  that  the  effect  of 
acquittal  is  to  dischari;e  the  prisoner 

nf  .ill  fiifnrr  rharges  in  respect  of  thr 
same  offence.  The  Crown  in  this 
Province  has  attempted  to  traverse 

this  fundamental  iirinciplr  ilappdv 
our  courts,  which  are  the  guardians 
of  their  own  good  name  and  of  the 
liberty  of  tin  proplc,  rr(  onm/rd  the 
principle  that  was  at  stake.  We  are 
informed  that  at  the  next  tettion  of 
the  Legislature  an  amrndnieni  will 
be  moved  to  the  J.iquor  Act  to  the 
effect  that,  There  thall  be  no  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  any  Court  dis- 
tniising  a  charge  preferred  under 
this  Act  where  the  penalty  it  one  of 
itnprisonmenl.  either  with  or  without 
the  option  of  a  fine."  That  amend- 
ment, which  thoald  be  patted  without 
any  opposition,  will  merely  mean 
briiiRing  the  Act  in  the  premises  into 
conformity  with  the  elementary  prin- 
ciplta  of  British  justice
